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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 09 February 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues with respect to the 35 USC 103 rejections. Applicant's 
arguments appear to be on the grounds that: 

1) Owaki does not teach the construction of the polishing pad. 

2) Ashida does not teach polishing. 

3) Ashida is not the suede material of the present invention. 

4) The teachings of the present invention have improperly been used to assert 
that the suede material of Ashida can be used as the pad for Owaki's method. 

5) It is incorrect to consider Ashida's fibers (A) and (B) to be the same, as 
illustrated to applicant's Fig. 1 in the arguments filed 09 February 2006. 

6) Entangling (A) and (B) can not be done if (A) and (B) have the same fineness. 

7) Ashida's and Owaki's examples do not show or suggest applicant's suede 
material being used as a polishing fabric with appropriate polishing results. 

The Applicant's arguments are addressed as follows: 
1, 2, and 7) In response to applicant's arguments against the references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 
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USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Ashida is used to teach the construction of the pad and 
Owaki is used to teach polishing. 

3 and 5) Ashida is the suede material of the present invention principally because 
it meets the limitations of the claim. As shown in applicant's Fig, 1 , (B) and (A) both 
meet at 0.02 denier. Group (A) includes 0.02 denier and (B) is less than 0.02 denier. 
While the highest value disclosed for (B) is less than 0.02 denier, this disclosure would 
have suggested 0.02 denier based on the reasonable expectation that the suggested 
value is so close to the disclosed value that the same desirable properties would be 
expected in either case. See Titanium Metals Corp. v. Banner. 778 F.2d 775, 783, 227 
USPQ 773, 779 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

4 and 7) In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to 
combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be 
established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one 
of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071 , 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 
1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, 
Ashida is present with its teaching of construction and Owaki is present with its teaching 
of method of polishing, and motivation is presented as "The motivation to do so would 
have been to select a suede product useful for making cloths (Ashida et al, abstract) 
and one that would be resistant to pilling (Ashida et al, column 1 , lines 1-4)." 
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6) Entangling could be done with fibers of this fineness principally because 
Ashida teaches the fibers of this fineness and teaches that they may be entangled.
